Order  Released

include  the  usual  scheduled  radio  contacts  with  schools,  random  radio  contacts  with  amateurs,  and 
personal  contacts  with  the  astronauts'  families.  Flying  on  STS-67  are  Stephen  S.  Oswald,  commander, 
KB5YSR;  Wendy  B.  Lawrence,  mission  specialist,  KC5KII;  Ronald  A  Parise,  payload  specialist,  WA4SIR;  and 
Samuel  T.  Durrance,  payload  specialist,  N3TQA.  Two  more  crew  members  have  passed  Technician  class 
exams  and  await  call  signs.  Schools  expected  to  participate  are  located  in  17  states,  as  well  as  South 
Africa,  India,  and  Australia.

One  Call  Only  Per  Licensee 


The  FCC  today  released  its  Report  and  Order  in 
PR  Docket  93-305,  amending  its  rules  to  provide 
for  a  "vanity"  call  sign  program.  The  new  rules  are 
effective  March  24. 

Each  new  amateur  station  licensed  by  the  FCC 
is  assigned  a  unique  call  sign  through  an  automated 
process  in  accordance  with  the  sequential  call  sign 
system.  To  accommodate  requests  for  specific, 
"vanity"  call  signs,  the  Commission  will  use  a 
series  of  four  "starting  gates.”  Gate  One  will  allow 
a  previous  holder  of  a  call  sign  to  apply  for  that  call 
sign  or,  where  the  holder  is  deceased,  a  close 
relative  could  apply,  even  if  he  or  she  is  not  other¬ 
wise  eligible  to  hold  the  call  sign.  Gate  Two  will 
allow  Amateur  Extra  Class  licensees  to  apply.  Gate 
Three  will  allow  Advanced  Class  operators  to 
apply;  and  Gate  Four  will  open  the  system  to  any 
licensee,  including  a  club  station  license  trustee 
applying  for  the  call  sign  of  a  deceased  former 
holder.  Upon  being  assigned  a  "vanity"  call  sign, 
a  licensee  will  relinquish  his  current  call  sign.  In 
other  words,  one  amateur,  one  call.  The  "vam.y" 
call  will  not  be  a  second  call  sign  for  a  licensee. 
The  licensee’s  current  call  sign  will  eventually  be 
made  available  for  reassignment. 

The  Commission  will  announce  the  opening  of 
each  gate  by  a  Public  Notice.  The  first  gate  will 
open  as  soon  as  the  new  application  form,  FCC 
Form  610-V,  is  available  and  the  Commission’s 
licensing  facility  is  prepared  to  begin  processing  the 
applications. 

The  Commission  said  opening  Gate  One  first  to 
the  small  group  of  eligible  licensees  will  allow  for 
validation  of  their  procedures  and  alert  its  staff  to 
the  need  for  adjustments.  The  following  gates  two 
through  four  will  be  opened  sequentially  "at  such 
times  as  it  is  clear  that  the  system  is  ready  to 
accommodate  more  applications." 

Applications  will  go  to  the  Commission’s 
contractor,  Mellon  Bank,  which  will  accept  them  in

The  FCC  now  requires  applicants  to  show 
their  ORIGINAL  AMATEUR  LICENSE  or  CSCE  to  the 
VEC.  You  must  also  have  two  good  copies  of  your 
license  or  CSCE.  A  copy  of  your  license  or  CSCE 
must  be  attached  to  your  FCC  form  610  and  most 
VEC  want  a  copy  for  their  records.  You  will  also 
be  required  to  have  a  photo  ID,  or  other  accept¬ 
able  identification. 

Technician  class  licensees  must  show  proof 
of  testing  before  March  21,  1987,  in  order  to 
upgrade  to  General  with  a  code  test  only.

South  Central  Wisconsin  Skywarn  Net 
Prepares  for  1995  Severe  Weather  Season

With  the  August  1994  Big  Flats  tornado  tragedy 
in  mind,  South-Central  Wisconsin  SKYWARN  is 
gearing  up  for  operations  in  the  1995  convective 
season.  Many  details  of  net  operation  will  be  the 
same  as  4st  year,  but  with  some  warning  responsi¬ 
bilities  transferring  to  the  National  Weather  Service 
(NWS)  Office  in  Sullivan,  there  will  be  some 
differences.  This  article  will  explain  some  of  the 
plans  for  1995  operation. 

The  SKYWARN  Net  operates  on  the  Baraboo 
146. 28/. 88  repeater,  which  offers  wide-area  cover¬ 
age  due  to  its  position  on  the  Baraboo  Bluffs. 
Tower  space  for  this  repeater  is  provided  to  the 
Central  Wisconsin  Repeater  Association  at  no 
charge  by  WOLX  radio  because  of  the  public 
service  die  net  offers.  The  repeater  is  car¬ 
rier-access,  but  several  remote  receive  sites  have 
been  set  up  around  southern  Wisconsin  that  can  be 
accessed  by  encoding  a  PL  tone  of  123.0  Hz.  This 
is  advantageous  to  those  reporting  in  on  handi-talk- 
ies  or  stations  using  low-elevation  "storm"  anten¬ 
nas. 

If  the  146.88  repeater  goes  down,  operations 
will  transfer  to  the  MARA  147.75/.  15  repeater  in 
Madison.  All  hams,  especially  those  who  have 
!  attended  tornado  spotter  training  classes  offered  in 
their  areas  by  the  National  Weather  Service,  are 
:  invited  to  monitor  the  net  and  report  severe  weather 
to  the  Net  Control  Station  (NCS).  Reportable 
weather  includes:  tornadoes,  funnel  clouds,  rotating 
wall  clouds,  hail  of  1/4  inch  diameter  or  greater, 
flash  flooding,  heavy  rainfall  amounts,  wind  speeds 
in  excess  of  50  miles  per  hour,  and  damage  reports. 
■Reports  must  be  BRIEF  to  maintain  net  efficiency. 

When  reporting  severe  weather,  stations  should 
^initially  identify  themselves  with  their  callsign  and 
ia  one-word  description  of  their  traffic,  such  as 
"KA9XYZ,  hail."  The  NCS  will  acknowledge  the 


station,  and  the  traffic  can  be  passed.  NWS  requests 
that  reports  include  a  time  of  observation  and  your 
location  relative  to  well-known  highways. 

Effective  December  1,  1994,  most  south-central 
Wisconsin  counties  which  had  been  served  by  the 
Madison  NWS  Office  will  now  be  warned  of  severe 
weather  by  NWS/Sullivan.  They  are  Marquette, 
Green  Lake,  Sauk,  Columbia,  Iowa,  Dane,  Lafay¬ 
ette,  Green  and  Rock.  Waushara  County  moves  to 
the  Green  Bay  NWS  Office,  but  the  Madison  NWS 
Office  will  continue  to  warn  Juneau,  Adams  and 
Richland  Counties  until  the  new  WSR-88D  Doppler 
Radar  is  operational  at  LaCrosse.  We  will  continue 
to  station  a  liaison  operator  at  the  Madison  NWS 
Office  to  pass  information  pertinent  to  Juneau, 
Adams  and  Richland  Counties.  There  will  also  be 
a  second  liaison  operator  at  Sullivan  to  monitor 
146.88  and  pass  traffic  to  the  meteorologists 
there.  But  all  weather  reports  will  pass  through  the 
Net  Control  Station  (NCS)  as  always. 

At  the  beginning  of  a  SKYWARN  Net,  the  NCS 
will  transmit  the  sequence,  and  announce  the  nature 
of  the  severe  weather.  Net  Control  will  also  use  the 
tone  sequence  if  the  net  has  been  put  into  standby 
and  needs  to  be  reactivated. 

Some  things  to  remember  when  you  participate 
in  a  SKYWARN  Net: 

•  Don’t  overestimate  wind  speeds!  In  the 
exhilaration  of  the  moment,  a  35  MPH  wind  mov¬ 
ing  trees  can  seem  like  60.  Branches  begin  breaking

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911  Saves 
W9VQD’s  Life

Travis,  W9VQD,  and  his  wife  Marion  are 
enjoying  a  delicious  meal  at  home  when  Travis 
suddenly  slumps  over  the  dinner  table.  Marion 
immediately  phones  the  emergency  number  911 
and  within  three  minutes  paramedics  arrive. 
They  move  Travis  to  the  living  room  floor  and 
begin  medical  treatment.  Marion  recalls  the 
trying  moments  not  knowing  exactly  what  has 
happened  to  Travis,  her  thoughts  raced. 

The  paramedics  have  success,  Travis  be¬ 
comes  alert  and  asks,  "What  am  I  doing  here  on 
the  floor?"  They  determine  that  Travis  had  a 
heart  problem  and  next  take  him  to  Columbia 
Hospital  for  further  treatment  and  monitoring. 

According  to  Marion,  Travis  was  "As  mad 
as  a  wet  hen,"  when  his  doctor  required  him  to 
stay  overnight  for  further  checks  of  his  low 
pulse.  He  eventually  had  a  pacemaker  implanted 
and  is  doing  fine  now. 

Over  the  past  year  Travis  says  his  weight 
has  gone  from  260  down  to  207  pounds.  How 
did  you  do  that,  I  ask,  "Just  cut  out  the  sugar 
and  use  a  sweetener  instead."  Travis  will  be  82 
years  old  on  April  8,  1995,  and  in  September 
will  be  in  Amateur  Radio  for  60  years. 

According  to  the  ten  year  old  National 
Disaster  Medical  System  (NDMS),  78  percent 
of  Wisconsin  population  is  covered  by  911  and 
within  that  area  can  dispatch  1,100  licensed 
ambulances.  The  NDMS  is  one  of  the  served 
agencies  Amateur  Radio  helps  with  major 
disasters  like  tornadoes  and  private  accidents. 
Wisconsin  NDMS  has  many  regular  EMS 
personnel:  Basic  EMTs  9,988,  Intermediate 
EMTs  1,416,  Paramedics  1,037  and  Emergency 
department  physicians  200. 

December  17  was  a  memorable  day  for 
Travis,  thanks  to  Marion’s  quick 
911,  the  paramedics’  response,  and  their  suc¬ 
cessful  efforts.  Christmas  included  a  special 
family  reunion  for  the  Baird  family. 

I’ve  phoned  Travis  and  he  said,  Til  see  you 
at  the  Hamfest  Sunday."  He  kept  his  word, 
there  he  was  with  the  gym  bag  he  is  known  for 
to  store  hamfest  purchases  or  swap  parts.  When 
Travis  stopped  at  the  League  booth,  I  asked  if  I 
could  check  his  pulse.  "Sure."  We  both  agree 
his  pulse  isn’t  like  QRP  CW  any  more,  but  is 
now  a  steady  and  strong  beacon.  We’ll  look 
forward  to  seeing  Travis  again  soon  and  for  a 
very  long  time.

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The  FCC  has  designated  for  a  hearing  the 
application  for  renewal  of  an  Amateur  Extra  Class 
operator’s  license  and  station  license. 

Herbert  L.  Schoenbohm,  KV4FZ,  of  Kingshill, 
US  Virgin  Islands,  has  applied  for  renewal  of  his 
operator  and  station  licensees.  The  FCC  designated 
a  hearing,  saying  that  "it  appears  that  Mr.  Schoen¬ 
bohm  lacks  the  requisite  qualifications  for  a  re¬ 
newal"  of  his  licenses. 

In  1992  Schoenbohm  was  convicted  in  US 
District  Court  of  the  fraudulent  use  of  a  counterfeit 
long-distance  telephone  access  device,  and  was 
sentenced  to  a  (suspended)  two-month  prison  term, 
as  well  as  placed  on  two  years’  probation. 

The  FCC  said  that  Schoenbohm’s  conviction  "is 
relevant  to  evaluating  the  likelihood  that  he  will 
comply  with  the  Commission’s  Rules  as  a  licensee 
in  the  amateur  service. " 

The  FCC  said  issues  to  be  addressed  at  a  hear¬ 
ing  would  be  Schoenbohm’s  qualification  to  renew 
his  amateur  licenses  and  whether  such  renewal 
"would  serve  the  public  interest,  convenience  and 
necessity." 

The  burden  of  proof  "shall  be  upon  (Schoen¬ 
bohm)  as  to  all  issues,"  the  FCC  said.

XCOPY  IS  XCELLENT 

Let’s  get  off  the  memory  kick  for  a  bit,  so  I  can 
share  something  useful  and  practical  with  you. 

Everyone  who  owns  a  computer  copies  files. 
Sometimes  the  copy  is  from  floppy  to  hard  drive, 
sometimes  the  reverse,  sometimes  it  is  floppy  to 
floppy,  and  often  it  is  hard  drive  to  another  spot  on 
the  same  hard  drive.  Usually,  the  job  is  fairly 
simple.  Copying  a  single  file  from  your  hard  drive 
to  a  floppy  so  you  can  share  it  with  a  friend  takes 
only  a  moment,  and  it  is  not  really  conceptually 
hafd.  You  put  a  blank  floppy  in  your  A:  drive,  log 
on  to  your  hard  drive  in  the  subdirectory  where  the 
file  exists,  and  type  the  command  COPY 
MYGAME.EXE  A:,  whereupon  your  computer 
happily  complies.  But  what  if  things  are  more 
complex?  Suppose  you  have  a  directory  containing 
one  executable  file  (MYGAME.EXE)  and  over  70 
little  support  files  (SAVEGAME.001 
SAVEGAME.073),  and  you  want  to  copy  all  of 
them  to  a  floppy.  Is  the  COPY  command  the  best 
way?  Nope. 

A  much  more  efficient  (and  much  quicker)  way 
is  to  use  XCOPY.  XCOPY  is  not  an  internal 
command  (embedded  inside  COMMAND.COM),  so 
you  need  a  copy  of  the  program  to  run  it.  The  good 
news  is  that  it  comes  with  DOS,  and  has  been 
around  since  at  least  version  3.3,  so  you  probably 
have  it  even  if  you  don’t  know  it.  In  MS  DOS 
Version  6.22,  it  is  XCOPY.EXE,  16,390  bytes. 
Take  a  look  now.  I  bet  it  is  in  your  DOS  subdirec¬ 
tory. 

Here  is  why  is  XCOPY  more  efficient  and 
quicker  than  COPY,  using  our  example  above.  If 
you  give  the  command  COPY  *.*  A:,  DOS  will 
read  a  file,  then  copy  it,  then  read  another  file,  then 
copy  it,  then  read  another  file,  then  copy  it ..  until 
all  70  odd  files  have  been  processed.  It  does  the 
job,  but  one  file  at  a  time.  On  the  other  hand,  if 
you  give  the  command  XCOPY  *.*  A:,  DOS  will 
first  read  all  the  files  into  memory,  then  copy  them 
to  the  floppy  in  one  fell  swoop.  If  it  runs  out  of 
memory  space  when  reading,  it  will  copy  what  it 
has,  then  read  more  in.  There  is  a  BIG  difference  in 
speed  when  dealing  with  large  numbers  of  little 
files,  especially  when  copying  from  one  spot  to 
another  on  your  hard  drive.  XCOPY  is  a  little  less 
efficient  when  copying  to  floppies,  because  disk 
access  is  what  takes  most  of  the  time,  no  matter 
what  method  you  are  using  to  copy. 

But  wait,  XCOPY  is  even  more  handy.  If 
COPY  is  a  tool  like  a  pocket  knife,  XCOPY  is  like 
a  big  Swiss  Army  Knife  with  lots  of  gadgets  on  it. 
My  friend,  neighbor  and  fellow  ham  (WB9LNL) 
Tom  Oehler  was  over  the  other  day.  He  purchased 
a  batch  of  arcade  games  for  his  daughter.  The 
manufacturer  had  thoughtfully  provided  the  games 
on  both  5V4  inch,  360k  floppies,  and  on  a  single 
3V4  inch,  1.44M  floppy.  Unfortunately,  Tom’s 
daughter  had  a  machine  with  only  Vh  inch,  720k 
floppies  (Murphy’s  Law  strikes  again!).  I  installed 
the  games  on  my  hard  drive  (they  were  compressed 
on  the  floppies),  and  the  subdirectory  structure 
looked  something  like  this  (fictitious  names):

}  ARCADE  was  empty,  but  each  of  the  four 
subdirectories  under  it  contained  files.  Fortunately, 
nojie  of  the  four  contained  more  than  360k  in  files, 
sol  we  knew  two  720k  floppies  would  do  it.  We 
wanted  to  preserve  the  same  subdirectory  structure 
on.  the  floppies,  for  reasons  not  pertinent  here.  I 
mc|ved  to  the  BASKETBALL  subdirectory  on  my 
haid  drive,  put  a  clean  720k  floppy  in  the  B:  drive.

and  gave  the  following  command: 

XCOPY  *.*  B:\BASKETBALL 

XCOPY  came  back  with  the  following  message, 
shown  exactly  as  it  appeared: 

Does  BASKETBALL  specify  a  file  name 
or  directory  name  on  the  target 
(F  =  file,  D  =  directory)? 

I  touched  the  letter  D,  whereupon  XCOPY 
created  the  BASKETBALL  subdirectory  on  B: ,  read 
all  the  files  into  memory,  and  copied  them  to 
BASKETBALL  in  one  shot.  Pretty  nifty. 

Then  I  moved  to  the  TENNIS  subdirectory,  and 
repeated  the  command: 

XCOPY  *.*  B:\TENNIS. 

The  message  appeared  again,  and  I  pressed  D 


again.  After  a  bit  of  whirring,  that  floppy  contained 
files  in  the  first  two  of  four  subdirectories.  After 
changing  floppies  and  using  XCOPY  twice  more, 
our  job  was  done. 

There  is  not  room  here  to  unfold  all  the  gadgets 
from  the  Swiss  Army  Knife,  but  there  are  a  lot 
more.  There  are  8  separate  "switches"  you  can 
invoke  when  giving  the  command,  including  for 
example,  copying  only  files  dated  on  or  after  a 
specified  date,  prompt  for  confirmation  before 
copying  each  file,  and  others.  Basically,  XCOPY  is 
a  time-saver  that  will  make  you  more  efficient.  Dig 
out  your  DOS  book,  and  take  a  look.  Or  better  yet, 
give  the  command:  XCOPY  /?  and  it  will  tell  you 
what  it  can  do,  directly  on  your  screen.  Slick. 
Happy  computing,  and  73  for  now.  □

FCC  Releases  "Vanity" 
Call  Sign  Order

Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  They  will  be  processed 
"in  the  order  they  are  received  at  the  processor’s 
work  station." 

Applicants  will  be  permitted  to  request  call  signs 
reflecting  their  own  or  other  call  sign  regions. 

Except  for  a  close  relative  applying  for  a  de¬ 
ceased  licensee’s  call  sign,  or  a  club  station  trustee 
applying  with  the  written  consent  of  a  close  relative 
of  a  deceased  licensee,  a  vacated  call  sign  will  not 
be  assignable  for  a  two-year  waiting  period. 

For  clubs,  persons  not  already  holding  a  club 
station  license,  as  trustee,  must  first  apply  for  and 
receive  a  license  before  filing  an  application  for  a 
vanity  call  sign.  FCC  will  begin  accepting  applica¬ 
tions  for  new  club  and  military  recreation  station 
licenses  on  the  effective  date,  March  24. 

The  FCC  set  aside  the  one-by-one  call  sign 
block  until  the  matter  of  assignment  of  these  calls 
could  be  addressed  in  a  separate  proceeding.  The 
ARRL  had  requested  allowance  for  assignment  of 
one-by-one  call  signs  to  special  event  stations  of 
national  significance. 

A  70  dollar  fee  (7  dollar  annual  fee,  for  a 
ten-year  license  term)  will  have  to  be  paid  when 
requesting  a  new  or  renewed  vanity  call  sign.  The 
ARRL  continues  to  work  for  legislation  that  will 
enable  the  Commission  to  charge  a  one-time  fee.

off  trees  at  about  58  MPH,  and  that  is  considered 
severe. 

•  The  SKYWARN  Net  will  not  accept  "hear¬ 
say"  traffic  from  stations  monitoring  law  enforce¬ 
ment  frequencies.  These  agencies  have  their  own 
communications  channels  to  the  National  Weather 
Service  and  are  able  to  deliver  their  own  observa¬ 
tions.  The  Net  DOES  encourage  relays  of  amateur 
traffic  originating  from  stations  who  cannot  access 
the  repeater. 

•  When  the  net  is  busy,  don’t  slow  things  down 
by  passing  non-severe  traffic.  "The  sky  is  dark 
here”  is  not  helpful.  "I  see  a  funnel  cloud"  is 
definitely  appropriate. 

•  Remember  that  the  operators  and  meteorolo¬ 
gists  monitoring  at  Sullivan  may  not  be  familiar 
with  local  landmarks.  An  observation  of  a  funnel 
"near  East  Towne  Mall"  may  not  mean  much  to 
Sullivan,  but  "near  the  intersection  of  1-90  and 
Highway  151  is  more  descriptive. 

•  NWS  is  interested  in  damage  reports  and 
heavy  rainfall  totals  from  those  with  rain  gauges. 
The  Doppler  radar  at  Sullivan  can  estimate  rainfalls, 
but  actual  rainfall  readings  can  help  correlate  their 
estimates.  Even  if  your  report  is  not  current,  offer 
it  to  the  net  when  there  is  a  gap  in  traffic. 

•  Finally,  the  SKYWARN  Net  is  monitored  by 
law  enforcement,  emergency  government  agencies,

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The  Antique  Wireless  Association  is  building 
a  replica  of  the  famous  1BCG  transmitter  used  in 
the  1921  ARRL  Transatlantic  Tests  --  the  first  to 
send  a  complete  message  across  the  Atlantic. 

The  AWA  hopes  to  have  the  transmitter  oper¬ 
ating  sometime  this  fall  and  to  be  able  to  work 
amateurs  who  participated  in  the  1921  Tests. 

The  AWA  knows  of  only  one  licensed  ama¬ 
teur  (other  than  1BCG)  still  active  who  was  heard 
by  Paul  Godley,  in  England  --  Jim  Russell,  now 
W8BU,  then  8BU.  Another  participant,  Bob  Mor¬ 
ris,  W2LV,  also  is  still  active.  The  AWA  would 
like  to  hear  from  other  amateurs  who  might  have 
heard  1BCG  during  the  Tests,  including  amateurs 
in  the  US.  1BCG  was  operated  from  East  Green¬ 
wich,  Connecticut,  by  members  of  the  pioneering 
Radio  Club  of  America. 

1BCG  was  on  230  meters  in  1921  --  the 
AWA,  using  the  call  sign  W2AN,  will  put  the 
replica  station  on  160  meters.  The  transmitter  will 
be  identical  in  all  respects  except  that  a  204  vac¬ 
uum  tube,  vintage  1923  or  1924,  will  be  used. 

Details  of  the  ARRL  Transatlantic  Tests  ap¬ 
peared  in  February  1922  QST  and  have  been  re¬ 
printed  in  several  ARRL  publications.

PRB-1  Takes  First 
Steps  to  State  Law 

PRB-1 ,  the  Federal  Communications  Doctrine  of 
Federal  Preemption,  already  codified  as  law  in  at 
least  two  other  states,  has  begun  its  journey  into  the 
Wisconsin  Statehouse.  It  is  currently  being  analyzed 
by  an  attorney,  which  is  one  part  of  the  trip.  Sev¬ 
eral  Wisconsin  legislators  are  working  on  what  is 
expected  to  become  a  bill  to  be  introduced  in  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

There  are  many  steps  along  the  way,  and  we 
will  make  every  effort  to  keep  our  readers  up  to 
date  on  the  progress  of  the  legislation.  Our  thanks

RFI  Changes  Proposed 

The  FCC  has  proposed  to  permit  manufacturers 
and  suppliers  of  computers  and  computer  peripher¬ 
als  to  market  their  equipment  without  having  to 
apply  for  equipment  certification  and  await  FCC 
approval,  in  ET  Docket  95-19. 

These  devices  now  must  be  FCC-certified  to 
ensure  that  they  do  not  cause  interference  to  radio 
services,  including  amateur. 

Certification  requires  that  all  measurement  data 
and  a  detailed  description  of  the  product  be  submit¬ 
ted  to  the  Commission’s  laboratory  for  review  and 
approval.

The  certification  process  can  take  35  days  or 
more,  the  FCC  said,  and  eliminating  the  wait  could 
save  the  computer  industry  some  250  million  dollars 
a  year,  the  industry  has  said.  The  FCC  called  the 
current  regulations  "particularly  burdensome  for 
small  manufacturers"  and  said  its  proposed  new 
authorization  procedure  would  "align"  FCC  require¬ 
ments  for  personal  computers  with  those  "used 
successfully  in  other  parts  of  the  world." 

Under  the  proposed  new  procedure,  FCC 
authorization  would  be  replaced  by  a  process  based 
on  a  manufacturer’s  or  supplier’s  Declaration  of 
Conformity  (DoC).  The  Commission  also  has 
proposed  the  option  of  permitting  personal  com¬ 
puter  compliance  to  be  based  on  tests  and  DoCs  of 
individual  components,  without  further  testing  of 
completed  assemblies.

Changes  to  902-MHz  Band 

The  FCC  has  adopted  rules  for  the  future 
licensing  and  continued  development  of  a  number  of 
services,  including  Amateur  Radio,  in  the  902  to 
928  MHz  band.  The  new  rules  set  standards  for 
what  had  previously  been  called  automatic  vehicle 
monitoring  (AVM)  systems  but  which  the  Commis¬ 
sion  now  refers  to  as  the  Location  and  Monitoring 
Service  (LMS). 

Amateurs  will  continue  to  have  access  to  902  to 
928  MHz,  on  a  secondary  basis,  to  the  new  LMS 
systems;  to  industrial,  scientific,  and  medical  (ISM) 
systems;  and  to  government  users.  Unlicensed  low 
power  "Part  15"  users  are  on  a  secondary  basis  to 
all  the  above,  including  amateurs. 

The  FCC  said  it  would  adopt  a  plan  to  afford 
both  amateurs  and  Part  15  users  "a  greater  degree 
of  protection  to  their  operations"  (from  interference 
from  other  services).  It  also  said  it  would  clarify 
what  constitutes  harmful  interference  to  LMS 
licensees  by  Part  15  devices  and  by  amateurs. 
"Operational  restrictions  should  be  imposed  to 
maintain  the  coexistence  of  the  many  varied  users 
of  the  band,"  the  Commission  said. 

The  FCC  also  said  it  would  use  a  "negative 
definition"  to  clearly  establish  the  parameters  under 
which  amateurs  and  Part  15  users  may  operate 
without  risk  of  being  considered  sources  of  interfer¬ 
ence  to  services  with  a  higher  allocation  status. 

In  a  petition  in  January  1994  the  ARRL  re¬ 
quested  primary  allocations  for  amateurs  at  902  to 
904  and  912  to  918  MHz.  The  FCC  accepted  this 
petition  as  comments  in  its  AVM  proceeding  but 
denied  it,  saying  that  insufficient  "quantitative 
support"  for  the  petition  had  been  shown.  More 
information  was  in  March  1994  QST,  page  94. 
(FCC  report  and  order  in  PR  Docket  93-01).

Allocations  at  2400  MHz 

The  FCC  has  reallocated  50  MHz  of  spectrum, 
including  2390  to  2400  and  2402  to  2417  MHz, 
from  government  use.  The  Commission  made  these 
segments  available  for  unlicensed,  low-power 
devices  including  wireless  LANs.  At  the  same  time, 
the  FCC  elevated  Amateur  Radio’s  status  in  those 
segments  from  secondary  to  primary.  This  means 
that  amateurs  will  not  have  to  protect  any  Other  user 
of  those  bands,  and  amateur  stations  are  entitled  to 
protection  against  interference. 

The  Commission  made  available  2390  to  2400 
MHz  for  use  by  unlicensed  Personal  Communica¬ 
tions  Cervices  (PCS),  and  provided  for  continued 
use  of  2402  to  2417  MHz  by  traditional  unlicensed 
"part  15"  electronic  devices. 

The  unlicensed  PCS  devices,  which  include 
wireless  networking  and  data  transfer  devices,  will 
be  governed  by  the  same  rules  that  apply  to  PCS 
devices  operating  in  the  1910  to  1920  MHz  band. 

The  FCC  said  it  believes  these  allocations  will 
provide  for  the  continued  development  and  imple¬ 
mentation  of  a  new  generation  of  advanced  commu¬ 
nication  devices  and  services,  including  a  new  "on 
ramp"  to  the  information  superhighway. 

The  remainder  of  the  50  MHz  of  allocated 
spectrum  is  at  4660  to  4685  MHz,  to  fixed  and 
mobile  services,  an  allocation  not  directly  affecting 
amateurs,  (action  in  ET  Docket  94-32.)

he'll  forward  to  Joel.  See  his  report  below  for 
info. )  Kent  W9LZQ  asked  the  status  of  the  WAPR 
brochure,  and  Joel  N9BQM  said  that  he  had  the 
information  for  it  put  together,  but  that  he 
needed  help  with  layout.  Tom  N9UDL  volunteered 
to  help  with  layout  of  the  brochure.  Kent  said 
he'd  like  see  this  happen  before  Madison  swap¬ 
fest. 

Freq.  Coordination: 

Steve  KE9LZ  said  he  hadn't  had  much  infor¬ 
mation  to  work  with,  and  was  trying  to  build  a 
database  of  node/backbone  information.  He 
stated  that  he  would  be  following  WAR  guidelines 
for  coordination.  He  has  created  a  form  for 
submitting  node/bbs  information.  Please  fill 
out  this  form  and  return  to  Steve  if  you  have 
any  node/bbs  operations.  Steve  said  that  he 
would  send  the  form  out  via  the  network.  Con¬ 
tact  Steve  KE9LZ  if  you  cannot  find  the  form. 
Steve  stated  that  regional  frequency  coordina¬ 
tors  had  been  recruited:  AA9AW  for  the  western 
part  of  the  state,  K9RRS  for  the  southern  part, 
and  he  is  still  looking  for  someone  in  the 
northwest  part.  Steve  was  asked  if  we  got  our 
info  into  the  ARRL  repeater  directory  by  the 
deadline,  and  Steve  commented  that  the  informa¬ 
tion  he  had  received  was  so  out  of  date  that  he 
thought  it  would  be  better  to  wait  until  we  had 
correct  information  to  submit.  He  said  that  we 
would  have  plenty  of  time  to  correct  this  by 
next  year. 

N9CFN  made  a  motion  to  grant  the  Ashwaube- 
non  High  School  Tech  Club  an  honorary  WAPR 
membership.  Unanimously  approved. 

Old  Business. 

Dan  WB9TYT  wanted  to  explain  the  history  of 
the  Slinger  nodes,  and  what  has  happened.  Dan 
is  now  running  the  nodestack  at  his  home.  His 
BBS  is  accessible  from  the  network  or  on  145.690 
via  WB9TYT-7  or  on  144.930  via  WB9TYT-9  &  then  C 
WB9TYT.  This  then  led  into  a  lengthy  discussion 
of  the  statewide  network  status.  Dan  pointed 
out  on  the  map  the  current  paths  in  use  by  the 
network.  Holes  in  the  network  are  increasing 


hidden  transmitter  problems,  as  people  are 
trying  to  use  BBS's  outside  their  immediate 
area.  Dan  WB9TYT  related  an  incident  where  he 
had  burned  an  EPROM  for  a  sysop,  and  asked  to 
have  his  costs  covered.  The  sysop  was  outraged, 
because  he  apparently  thought  that  WAPR  was 
providing  services  at  no  cost  to  others.  Kent 
W9LZQ  reinforced  that  WAPR  didn't  fund  every¬ 
thing  on  the  WAPR  network,  that  most  of  the 
expense  is  covered  by  the  sysop  operating  the 
BBS/node.  WAPR  assists  where  it  can  in  sharing 
some  expenses,  but  only  when  they  are  made  aware 
of  a  need  by  a  WAPR  sysop  and  there  is  agreement 
that  it  is  a  good  use  of  WAPR  funds. 

Discussion  of  the  network  status  led  into 
discussion  of  restricting  direct  backbone  access 
to  BBS/node  operations.  The  comment  was  made 
that  this  was  mostly  an  issue  of  education,  and 
that  users  would  probably  use  the  system  more 
effectively  if  we  posted  articles  in  BSSS  pre¬ 
senting  correct  use  of  the  network.  There  was 
discussion  of  articles  currently  being  written 
by  Andy  KB9ALN.  There  was  general  agreement 
that  there  was  more  we  could  do  in  educating  the 
packet  end  users. 

Kent  W9LZQ  asked  if  we  should  form  a  stand¬ 
ards  committee,  and  if  backbone  access  was  the 
kind  of  issue  that  should  be  studied  by  such  a 
committee.  There  was  agreement,  but  no  action 
was  taken.

Using  the  Wisconsin  Network  -  Part  One 
by  Andy  Nemec,  KB9ALN 

This  is  part  one  of  a  series  of  articles 
designed  to  help  packeteers  understand  and  use 
the  packet  radio  node  network  in  Wisconsin.  In 
Part  one,  we  start  off  with  a  general  discussion 
of  nodes  and  networking,  in  basic  terms.  It  is 
oriented  toward  the  newer  packet  operators,,  but 


even  experienced  operators  may  find  some  useful 
information  in  here.  We'  hope  Tfiat’-ythist  series  v 
adds  to  your  enjoyment  of  packet  radio r  and  you 
find  it  good  reading; 

What  is  a  node?  -  !  v.'; 

A  node  in  it's  basic  form  can  be  called  an 
intelligent  digipeater.  Those  of  you  who  have 
operated  your  packet  stations  any  time  at  all 
know  that  every  TNC  can  be  used  as  a  Digital 
Repeater.  This  is  done  in  order  to  extend  the 
distance  a  packet  station  can  send  and  receive 
packets.  A  digital  repeater  just  simply  repeats 
packets  that  are  addressed  to  it.  An  intelligent 
digipeater  has  the  ability  to  make  sure  that  the 
repeated  packets  reach  where  they  are  supposed 
to  go.  Nodes  are  sophisticated,  intelligent 
digipeaters,  and  some  types  are  capable  of  much 
more  than  just  digipeating.  For  our  purposes,  we 
will  lump  these  nodes  into  3  categories,  Non- 
Network  Nodes,  Special  Purpose  Nodes,  and  Net¬ 
work  Nodes. 

A  Non-Network  node  is  one  that  basically  is 
an  intelligent  Digipeater.  It  receives  a  packet 
from  one  station,  And  sends  it  to  another, 
checking  to  see  if  it  arrived.  Alone  it  serves  a 
useful  function.  It  will  also  tell  you  what 
stations  it  has  heard,  and  when.  A  good  example 
of  a  non-network  node  is  a  Kantronics  KA-Node, 
sometimes  called  a  "Wild  Node".  This  KA-Node  is 
part  of  most  of  Kantronics  TNC's.  Some  nodes, 
including  fancier  Kantronics  nodes,  perform 
special  purposes,  like  Gateway  Service. 

This  brings  us  to  the  Special  Purpose 
Nodes.  These  may  connect  2-Meter  packet  radio 
activity  to  20  Meters,  connect  Packet  radio  to  a 
satellite  link,  access  to  a  Public  Bulletin 
Board  System,  or  a  DX  Spotting  system.  Special 
purpose  nodes  may  be  linked  to  other  nodes  in  a 
Network,  but  not  always  are.  Some  newer  nodes 
provide  so  many  features  that  they  almost  can  be 
classified  as  Multi-Purpose. 

Then  we  come  to  Network  Nodes.  The  Network 
Node  is  connected  to  other  Network  Nodes,  and 
together  they  offer  one  attractive  feature.  That 
is  the  ability  to  send  and  receive  packets  over 
great  distances  with  great  speeds.  These  nodes 
carry  digipeating  on  to  a  science,  and  even 
speak  their  own  language  to  make  sure  the  pack¬ 
ets  reach  their  destination.  There  are  several 
different  kinds  of  Network  Nodes  out  there,  and 
we  will  not  devote  the  time  and  space  to  some¬ 
thing  you  aren't  likely  to  encounter.  In  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  the  overwhelming  majority  of  Network  Nodes 
in  use  are  called  "TheNet".  This  is  the  type  of 
firmware  (operating  system)  that  the  node  uses 
to  route  packets  to  the  right  place.  Our  discus¬ 
sion  of  Network  Nodes  will  be  oriented  toward 
"TheNet"  type  nodes  found  in  Wisconsin. 

Note  that  the  Network  Nodes  know  how  to 
"route"  a  packet  based  on  where  you  want  to  tell 
it  to  go.  Each  node  has  talked  to  other  network 
nodes,  telling  it  what  it  can  hear  and  talk  to. 
They  exchange  information  on  what  other  nodes  it 
can  connect  to,  and  the  signal  quality  of  these 
nodes.  We  won't  get  into  the  details  of  how  the 
process  works  here,  but  this  fact  is  useful  to 
know. 

Each  of  these  nodes  has  a  callsign,  like 
any  other  Ham  Radio  Station.  They  are  sponsored 
by  a  club  or  an  individual,  like  a  voice  repeat¬ 
er.  They  also  have  another  name  they  are  known 
by,  an  alias.  This  alias  generally  starts  with 
the  state  name,  and  3  to  5  letters  that  give 
some  clue  to  its  location.  Usually  these  are 
chosen  from  the  local  airport  designator.  For 
example,  here  in  Green  Bay  our  local  network 
node  is  known  as  WIGRB,  WI  for  Wisconsin,  with 
GRB  the  airport  desipator.  Other  nodes  on  the 
network  know  that  WIGRB  exists,  the  best  way  to 
get  to  it,  and  where  else  it  can  go. 

This  is  valuable  information  for  packet 
operators,  because  it  helps  to  get  them  where 
they  want  to  go.  In  Part-2,  we  will  discuss  how 
a  Network  is  put  together,  so  you  understand  how 
to  use  it  in  an  effective  way.  Until  then,  73.
